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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment and IDS submitted on 07/24/2007 and 1 0/25/2007 have been 
acknowledged. The examiner also acknowledges the cancelled claims 1-1 1 and the 
newly added claims 12-27. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 1 0/25/2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Takamiya fails to disclose "determination means for 
determining whether or not the downloaded profile held in said holding means is 
an incorrect profile by comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile 
held in said holding means with the list of attribute information of the profile 
stored in said storage means " 

With respect to Applicant's argument, the Examiner relies upon the teachings of 
Takamiya. Takamiya discloses determination means for determining whether or not 
the downloaded profile held in said holding means is an incorrect profile by 
comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile held in said holding 
means with the list of attribute information of the profile stored in said storage 
means (paragraph 44, lines 1-7; note that the resource data gets analyzed before 
image is formed). In paragraph 56 and 57, it is also disclosed that an input print data 
gets analyzed and checked whether or not the command has been issued to refer to 
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external resources. Such comparison gets performed according to the resource 
management table. In the external resource process image data is generated such that 
the obtained external resources can be printed. Therefore, Takamiya discloses the 
stated argument. 

Applicant argues that Takamiya fails to disclose "a deletion means for deleting 
the downloaded profile held in the holding means, if it is determined that the 
downloaded profile held in the holding means is incorrect by said determination 
means". 

With respect to Applicant's argument, the Examiner relies upon the teachings of 
Takamiya. Takamiya discloses a deletion means for deleting the downloaded profile 
held in the holding means, if it is determined that the downloaded profile held in 
the holding means is incorrect by said determination means (paragraph 77, lines 9- 
17; note that if the external resources have not been fetched , the sub-translator checks 
for the frequency counter and delete the resources). As also disclosed in figure 14, and 
paragraphs 99, 109-1 1 1 , the external resources get deleted or updated. Note that 
automatic deletion for setting a cache data for setting whether or not already obtained 
external resources are to be utilized and the initial values of the settings are to be 
deleted. 

Applicant argues that Takamiya fails to disclose "the determination means 
determines whether or not the downloaded profile is an incorrect profile using 
attribute such as a profile name, a profile copyright, a profile color space or 
profile color space or a profile format version" 
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With respect to Applicant's argument, the Examiner relies upon the teachings of 
Takamiya. Takamiya discloses the determination means determines whether or not 
the downloaded profile is an incorrect profile using attribute such as a profile 
name, a profile copyright, a profile color space or profile color space or a profile 
format version (paragraph 36, lines 9-18; note that profile format version is considered 
as the identification information specifying external resources such as URL). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 18-22 and 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 

invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 18, 22 and 26 are drawn to 

functional descriptive material NOT claimed as residing on a computer readable 

medium. MPEP 2106.IV.B.1(a) (Functional Descriptive Material) states: 

"Data structures not claimed as embodied in a computer-readable medium are 
descriptive material per se and are not statutory because they are not capable of 
causing functional change in the computer." 

"Such claimed data structures do not define any structural or functional 
interrelationships between the data structure and other claimed aspects of the invention 
which permit the data structure's functionality to be realized." 

Claims 18, 22 and 26, while defining a computer-executable program, do not 

define a "computer-readable medium" and is thus non-statutory for that reason. A 
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computer-executable program can range from paper on which the program is written, to 
a program simply contemplated and memorized by a person. The examiner suggests 
amending the claim to state, "A computer-readable medium encoded with a 
computer-executable program..." in order to make the claim statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

. 5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 12-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Takamiya (US Publication Number 2002/0030849). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 



(1) regarding claim 12: 
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As shown in figure 1-3, an image forming apparatus for forming an image based 
on a downloaded profile downloaded via a network (paragraph 35, lines 9-18), 
comprising: 

holding means for holding said downloaded profile (114, figure 1, paragraph 43, 
lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame memory that stores 
the image data); 

storage means for storing a list of attribute information of a profile (104, figurel; 
paragraph 41 , lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame 
memory that stores the image data); 

determination means for determining whether or not the downloaded profile held 
in said holding means is an incorrect profile by comparing attribute information of the 
downloaded profile held in said holding means with the list of attribute information of the 
profile stored in said storage means (paragraph 44, lines 1-7; note that the resource 
data gets analyzed before image is formed); and 

deletion means for deleting the downloaded profile held in said holding means if 
it is determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding means is incorrect by 
said determination means (paragraph 77, lines 9-17; note that if the external resources 
have not been fetched , the sub-translator checks for the frequency counter and delete 
the resources). 



(2) regarding claim 13: 
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Takamiya further discloses the image forming apparatus according to claim 12, 
further comprising default value holding means for preholding a preheld profile as a 
default value (paragraph 77, lines 11-13; note that the sub-translator checks the 
reference frequency counter recorded in the resource management table at 
predetermined time intervals), in which when the downloaded profile held in said holding 
means is deleted by said deletion means as a result of said determination (paragraph 
77, lines 14-17), an image is formed based on the preheld profile held in said default 
value holding means (paragraph 77, lines 6-9). 

(3) regarding claim 14: 

Takamiya further discloses the image forming apparatus according to claim 13, 
wherein said default value holding means is able to read and write said preheld profile 
(paragraph 41, lines 2-3; note that the floppy disk drive and the hard disk drive are also 
used as a storage means. It is also inherent that a hard disk or a floppy disk drive could 
be able to read and write). 

(4) regarding claim 15: 

Takamiya further discloses the image forming apparatus according to claim 13, 
wherein said default value holding means is able to read said preheld profile (paragraph 
51, lines 1-13). 



(5) regarding claim 16: 
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Takamiya further discloses an image forming apparatus for forming an image 
based on a downloaded profile downloaded via a network- (paragraph 35, lines 9-18), 
comprising: 

holding means for holding said downloaded profile (114, figure 1, paragraph 43, 
lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame memory that stores 
the image data); 

storage means for storing a list of attribute information of a profile (104, figurel ; 
paragraph 41 , lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame 
memory that stores the image data); 

determination means for determining whether of not the downloaded profile held 
in said holding means is an incorrect profile by comparing attribute information of the 
downloaded profile held in said holding means with the list of attribute information of the 
profile stored in said storage means (paragraph 44, lines 1-7; note that the resource 
data gets analyzed before image is formed); and 

deletion means for deleting the downloaded profile held in said holding means, if 
it is determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding means is incorrect by 
said determination mean (paragraph 77, lines 9-17; note that if the external resources 
have not been fetched , the sub-translator checks for the frequency counter and delete 
the resources), 

wherein the list of attribute information stored in said storing means comprises at 
least any one attribute of a profile name, a profile copyright, a profile color space or a 
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profile format version (paragraph 36, lines 9-18; note that profile format version is 
considered as the identification information specifying external resources). 

(6) regarding claim 17: 

Takamiya further discloses a data processing method for processing a 
downloaded profile downloaded via a network (paragraph 35, lines 9-18), comprising: 

a step of holding the downloaded profile (114, figure 1, paragraph 43, lines 1-3; 
note that the holding means is considered as the frame memory that stores the image 
data); 

a step of storing a list of attribute information of a profile (104, figurel ; paragraph 
41, lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame memory that 
stores the image data); 

a step of determining whether or not the downloaded profile held in said holding 
step is an incorrect profile by comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile 
held in said holding step with the list of attribute information of the profile stored in said 
storing step (paragraph 44, lines 1-7; note that the resource data gets analyzed before 
image is formed); and 

a step of deleting the downloaded profile held at said holding step, if it is 
determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding step is incorrect in said 
determining step (paragraph 77, lines 9-17; note that if the external resources have not 
been fetched , the sub-translator checks for the frequency counter and delete the 
resources). 
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(7) regarding claim 18: 

Takamiya further discloses a computer-executable program stored on a 
computer-readable storage medium, the computer-executable program for 
implementing an image forming method for forming an image based on a downloaded 
profile downloaded via a network (paragraph 35, lines 9-18), said computer-executable 
program comprising: 

a program code for holding step for holding the downloaded profile (1 14, figure 1 , 
paragraph 43, lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame 
memory that stores the image data); 

a program code for a storing step of storing a list of attribute information of a 
profile (104, figurel; paragraph 41, lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered 
as the frame memory that stores the image data); 

a program code for a determination step of determining whether or not the 
downloaded profile held in said holding step is an incorrect profile by comparing 
attribute information of the downloaded profile held in said holding step with the list of 
attribute information of the profile stored in said storing step (paragraph 44, lines 1-7; 
note that the resource data gets analyzed before image is formed); and 

a program code for a deletion step of deleting the downloaded profile held at said 
holding step, if it is determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding step is 
correct in said determining step (paragraph 77, lines 9-17; note that if the external 
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resources have not been fetched, the sub-translator checks for the frequency counter 
and delete the resources). 

(8) regarding claim 19: 

Takamiya further discloses the computer-executable program according to claim 

18, further comprising a program code for a default value holding process for preholding 
a preheld profile as a default value (paragraph 77, lines 11-13; note that the sub- 
translator checks the reference frequency counter recorded in the resource 
management table at predetermined time intervals), in which when the downloaded 
profile held in said holding process is deleted in said deletion process as a result of said 
determination (paragraph 77, lines 14-17), an image is formed based on the preheld 
profile held in said default value holding process (paragraph 77, lines 6-9). 

(9) regarding claim 20: 

Takamiya further discloses the computer-executable program according to claim 

19, wherein said default value holding process enables said preheld profile to be read 
and written (paragraph 51, lines 1-13). 

(10) regarding claim 21: 

Takamiya further discloses the computer-executable program according to claim 
19, wherein said default value holding process enables said preheld profile to be read 
and written (paragraph 41 , lines 2-3; note that the floppy disk drive and the hard disk 
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drive are also used as a storage means. It is also inherent that a hard disk or a floppy 
disk drive could be able to read and write). 



(11) regarding claim 22: 

Takamiya further discloses a computer-executable program stored on a 
computer-readable storage medium for implementing an image forming method for 
forming an image based on a downloaded profile downloaded via a network (paragraph 
35, lines 9-18), said program comprising: 

a program code for a holding step of holding the downloaded profile (1 14, figure 
1, paragraph 43, lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame 
memory that stores the image data); 

a program code for a storing step of storing a list of attribute information of a 
profile (104, figurel; paragraph 41, lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered 
as the frame memory that stores the image data); 

a program code for a determination step of determining whether or not the 
downloaded profile held in said holding step is an incorrect profile by comparing 
attribute information of the downloaded profile held in said holding step with the list of 
attribute information of the profile stored in said storing step (paragraph 44, lines 1-7; 
note that the resource data gets analyzed before image is formed); and 

a program code for a deletion step of deleting the downloaded profile held at said 
holding step, if it is determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding step is 
incorrect in said determining step (paragraph 77, lines 9-17; note that if the external 
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resources have not been fetched, the sub-translator checks for the frequency counter 
and delete the resources), 

wherein the list stored in said storing step comprises at least any one attribute of 
a profile name, a profile copyright, a profile color space or a profile format version 
(paragraph 36, lines 9-18; note that profile format version is considered as the 
identification information specifying external resources). 

(12) regarding claim 23: 

Takamiya further discloses the data processing method according to claim 17, 
further comprising a default value holding step of preholding a preheld profile as a 
default value (paragraph 77, lines 1 1-13; note that the sub-translator checks the 
reference frequency counter recorded in the resource management table at 
predetermined time intervals), in which when the downloaded profile held in said holding 
step is deleted in said deleting step as a result of said determination (paragraph 77, 
lines 14-17), an image is formed based on the preheld profile held in said default value 
holding step (paragraph 77, lines 6-9). 

(13) regarding claim 24: 

Takamiya further discloses the data processing method according to claim 23, 
wherein said default value profile in said default value holding step enable said profile to 
be read and written (paragraph 41 , lines 2-3; note that the floppy disk drive and the hard 
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disk drive are also used as a storage means. It is also inherent that a hard disk or a 
floppy disk drive could be able to read and write). 

(14) regarding claim 25: 

Takamiya further discloses the data processing method according to claim 23, 
wherein said default value holding step enables said preheld profile to be read 
(paragraph 51, lines 1-13). 

(15) regarding claim 26: 

Takamiya further discloses a data processing method for processing a 
downloaded profile downloaded via a network (paragraph 35, lines 9-18), comprising: 

a step of holding the downloaded profile (114, figure 1 , paragraph 43, lines 1-3; 
note that the holding means is considered as the frame memory that stores the image 
data); 

a step of storing a list of attribute information of a profile (1 04, figurel ; paragraph 
41 , lines 1-3; note that the holding means is considered as the frame memory that 
stores the image data); 

a step of determining whether or not the downloaded profile held in said holding 
step is an incorrect profile by comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile 
held in said holding step with the list of attribute information of the profile stored in said 
storing step (paragraph 44, lines 1-7; note that the resource data gets analyzed before 
image is formed); and 
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a step of deleting the downloaded profile held at said holding step, if it is 
determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding step is incorrect in said 
determining step (paragraph 77, lines 9-17; note that if the external resources have not 
been fetched , the sub-translator checks for the frequency counter and delete the 
resources), wherein the list stored in said storing step comprises at least any one 
attribute of a profile name, a profile copyright, a profile color space or a profile format 
version (paragraph 36, lines 9-18; note that profile format version is considered as the 
identification information specifying external resources). 

(16) regarding claim 27: 

Takamiya further discloses a computer-readable storage medium which stores a 
control program that causes a computer to implement a data processing method as 
defined in claim 26 (paragraph 137-138, line 4).
